The excitement growing out of the, Hiar- 
per's Ferry affair has in a great measure 
subsided. Some exciting rumors i-ccasion- 
ally prevailed at Charlestown Va., but peo- 
ple are getting accustomed to hear them. 
ij'^Th'ey have been so numerous that if a gen- 
"uine attack was made tlie people would be 
likely to consider it a hoax.

The report that Gov. Packer, of Penn., 
had tendered to Gov. Wise the services of 
10,000 men to guard the line between Ma- 
ryland and Virginia, is a hoax. 

The London correspondent of the New 
York Herald says the British ministry has 
positively determined not to send the Aus- 
tralian mail by way of Panama, as was a 
short time since talked of, The reason as- 
'^atgtied is a fea^ that the United States may 
''erifer ihib 'competition for the Australian 
trade. 

The first train of cars rati over tlie Victo- 
ria bridge on the afternoon of the 25th Nov. 
Two of the tubes are' not quite complettnl, 
but it is e.icpecled that the bridge will be 
completed and thrown open to the public 
•about the middle of December. 

■■■■ Tex AS. — The Legislature of Texas has au- 
I thorised the Gorernor to call out all the 
"' troops necessary for the protection of the 
frontier. 

Capt. Ford, commander of the troops, 
started for the Ilio Grande on the 18lh. The 
Legislature has also ordered tho troops to 
arrest Coiteiias' band. The reports from 
Brownsville had created intense excitement 
throughout Texas. The small town of Gon- 
zalez had raised two hundred muii in two 
days. 

Cortinashad rnturned Mr. Campbell, De- 
puty Sheriff, to Brownsville, unharmed, 
against the wishes of his men. 

Gen. Houston recommends the Legisla- 
ture to anthorizo a regiment of mounted 
men to protect the frontier from the depre- 
dations of Indiana. 

■ -i'.,v From Mexico.— The Tennessee, from 
Vera Cruz on the 22d inst., with S3t),000 in 
specie, has arrived at this port. 

United States Minister McLane arrived 
on the 2i8t. He remains aboard tho Brook- 
lyn, his family being sick. 

Mitamon was at Queretaro, awaiting the 
Liberal force. 

It is reported that Gen. Dablado had been 
defeated in Guanajato with heavy loss. 
An American officer who was with him is 
' Said to have been either shot or assassinated, 
',V. Cohoa had captured Oajaca, and tho Lib- 
« >'erals^at thftt^ point had been disbanded, 
y' ^ "rfie N.'O. Picayune's correspondent re- 
ports that the French fleet will soon block- 
* ade Vora Cruz. 

Miramen, at the suggestion of tho French 
I Minister, had declared Alvarado open as a 
port of entry. The insurance policies have 
tho blockaile clause inserted. 

Miramon proposes to attack Vera Cruz si- 
1^ multaneously with the French blockade. 



European Intelligence. 
Since our last European advices there 
have been three arrivals on the Atlantic — 
the Vigo, at New York, with dates to the 
9th; the Circassian, at St. Johns, N. F., and 
the Africa, at New York, with d.ites to the 
12th November. From the intelligence re- 
ceived by the former, .we,gleati the follow- 
ing: 

The Italian Qukstion. — The substance 
of the reply of King Victor to the letter of 
Emperor Napoleon, is reported to be to this 
elTect : that if the Emperor of the French is 
bound by the convention of Villafranca, the 
King of Sardinia is also bound by the wishes 
of his people. Aiiollior version of his re- 
sponse to the F.iiiperor is, he cannot sdhere 
in the Congress to the policy of France 
touching the restoration of the deposed 
dynasties, but will promise not to give any 
armed aiti to Central Italy as long as there 
is no military intervention by any other 
power. 

The Dietto, of Turin, announces that the 
greatest part of the Piedmont loan had been 
subscribed for by the first banking houses 
of Turin, Genoa, Parma, Modena, Leghorn, 
Florence anil Parioa. The trading commu- 
nity of Milan had subscribed 26,000,000 
frai)«s. 

, .Thk - European Conouess. — A Berlin 
disjSatoh of the 8th, says it was reported 
there on reliable authority that at the inter- 
view held at Breslin, the Smperorof Russia 
and the Prince Regent of Prussia deter- 
mined not to consent to a revision of the 
treaties of 1815, nor to lake part in any Con- 
gress in whicli England would not be repre- 
sented, the last resolution being proposed 
by Prussia. '' ' 

Enci.and. — The weather continued very 
stormy, and severe gales had again proveil 
most disastrous to siiipping oil iho coasts. 
Many vessels, with their entire crews, had 
teen lost, and tho mail packet service with 
the continent had been greatly impeded. 

The I'rince and Princess Frederick Wil- 
liam of Prussia had arrived in England on a 
visit to tho Queen. 

The Times editorially criticises the Great 
Eastern, and throws out great doubls on her 
being able to fulfill all that has been pro- 
mised for her. The vessel is pronounced 
defective in propelling power. 

FiiANCE.— The preparations in Franco for 
the Chinese expedition continue with great 
activity. One authority: says. 8,000 men 
will probably take their departure dur- 
ing ihe last loririinlit in December. 

It is understood that the Kreiicli ami ling- 
lish Goveriimenl.s, wiiicli for a rnoinenl dif- 
fered in opinion as to the scale ol the joint 
o.vpedition to China, are now in complete 
accord, and that the general military basis 
of their co-operaliun has been agreed on. 

An European force larger than any that 
has yet been seen in Cliina, ami ecjiial to 
any service that may be retniire;! nf ii, wiil 
appear in the I'ei-ho in the spring. 

The Ciroasaiaii's Kews. 

TiiK Zurich Tkeatv and Eukopk.^n 
Akf.\iiis. — 'J'he tre-ities |ircpnreil by 'he 
Conference at Zurich were signed on tlie 
10th inst., and the I'ieiiipolentiaries were to 
leave for their respective countries on' the 
12th inst. The Paris Moniteur says that 
F"ranc8 and Austria have agreed to promoti 
a Coni;re.«s of the tzreal ])owers. 

Toicany had followed the e^iiiiiiple ol 
other States df Central Italy, anil had con- 
lerreii the regency on Prince Carignan. 

The Paris Moniteur contained an article 
regretting the action of the Italians in this 
respect. It is stated that the King of Sardi- 
nia, under the pressore of France, refused to 
grant the Prinoe permission to accept the 
regency. ^'J' '. ', 

The affairs of Spain and Mdrpoco are un- 
changed, and it is reported that the Empe- 
ror has empowered his brother to grant the 
demands of Spain. The JVloor.'s had com- 
menced the attack upon Ceula. 

Two war steamers and four gunboats have 
left England for China. 

The Africa's News. 
Tho steamer Africa, from Liverpool also 
on the 12th, arrived at New York on the 
25th. The papers furnish sotne additiqiial 
items. 

Italian Affairs. — The London Daily 
News of the 12th, publishes a dispatch from 
Paris, stating that the report that the King 
of Sardinia had refused to grant Count 
Carignan permission to accept the regency 
conferred upon him by the states of Central 
Italy is false. All that is known is that 
France had formally counselod Sardinia to 
refuse' to grant such ponnission. The 
answer of the King of Sardinia to this de- 
mand of Napoleon had not been divulged. 

War uktwken E.noi.ani) and Fra.nck. 
— The London Times' city article, in show- 
ing the prevalent policy in Franco on the 
question of waf with England, quotes, as 
tho chief authority for its opinions, from a 
respectable French review published in 
London, in which it is stated that in Franco 
the prospect of a war with England is in- 
cessantly discassed in high places of power, 
in the public offices, in the army, in tho 
navy, and among the working classes and 
men of business. The army is reported as 
unanimous for war, and in tho navy tho de- 
sire for it amounts to a fronzy. Tho Church 
is as eager as oithoi the army or navy. The 



conclusions drawn are, that, in a war with 
England, the French Empire has tlie power 
of satisfying the array and navy ; of gratify- 
ing the clergy, of winning over the Legiti- 
mists, and securing the suffrage of a united 
people. 

Enoland, — The nine hours' movement 
in London has ended. It it announced that 
a conferehoe of the building trades, after 
carefully oonsidered their position, have de- 
termined to: withdraw from the strike., .

Canadian Federation. 



We tnenlioned some lime Mince a project 
on foot ill Cati:ul?,, to .•<ubstitiila iii.stead of 
the existing government a fedoriitivo union 
of Uppet and Lower Canada, reserving to 
each I'rovince a separate administration of 
its State afiairs. This project has just re- 
•'C,i8iViS<j^'itl^B'indoraefnent of a Convention of 
Rve iiuntlfed Deleyales from ail purls of 
Upper Catmda, including some twenly.five 
cr inoro of tlie Opposition ni0inbei8'> of the 
Canadian Parliament. , 

•The union off tbie •jw.p.Gahadas into one 
Province, and' tlie '"intrdtluctrcm 'of the so- 
Tailed system of respotisible government, 
quieted lor the time the violent political 
agitation by which those changes had heen 
tpreoededi and which had even reached tiie 
-extremity, of civil war. Indeed, they totally 
•extingnished several of the political griev- 
ances of which the Caiiailians had mosl bit- 
fefly coinplaineti. But, owiuf,' to the differ- 
ent elements of which the pnpuiation of the 
two Provinces is compo.sed. the ntiion, itt the 
same time that it e.vlingiiished the old com- 
plaints, gave rise to new onre.i. It was 
daemed necessary, in order to niaintaiii a 
lialance o} power between the French and 
n..'i:ian Catholic population of Canada East 
on the one hand, and the British and Protes- 
tant population of Canada Went on tlin other, 
to piovide, a.s one of the terms ol the iiiiiuii, 
(hat each of the two sections should have 
.an e((ual ngmber of members in the Provin- 
cial f'arnament. This has been, from the 
beginning, a subject of bitter co'mplainl — 
fust, on the part of liie inhabitants of Canada 
East, so lon^ as that was the more populous 
Province ; and, since the preponderance oi 
"numbers has changed, on the part of ihr 
inhabitants of Canada West. The great cry 
o(t.tbe> Oppoaitioti in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment' 'has lately been for representation 
according to population ; and that Opposition 
has b'ecome almost a sectional one. Ikmul; 
almost exclusively composed of We.ilor;i 
members. Anilher i)rojecl has been to re- 
quire that the Ministry, in order to niaiiitaiii 
themselves, should have not merely a inajo- 
lity of the Parliament, but a majority of ilie 
members of each section. The scheme of 
a Federal Union is now proposed as another 
means of getting rid of the diliicuity. The 
scheme, however, as suggested in the reso- 
lutiontr'df'the .Cbnventioti,ydid not assume a 
very positive sKapeVTHaYBody merely de- 
clared itself in favor of the formation of two 
or more local governments, to which should 
be committeil all matters of a local cliarac- 
ter, and of " some joint authority," to be 
charged with mallets necessarily common 
to both BBCtions. It appears from the do- 
batejt;that(aonie\of the morabers^of .the Con- 
vention were in favor of having four Pro- 
vinces instead of two, of which the respec- 
tive capitals should be Quebec, Montreal, 
Kingston, and Hamilton, or some more 
i,ty^ilerfl:)tQ.wn. There were alae serious 
differences of opinion as to the constitution 
of ihe proposed Federal Government, some 
wishing to assimilate it to our e.visling iS'a- 
tionai Government, and others lavoriiif^ a 
plan more liks the old Confederation. The 
only thing ppociftcally agreed to on this 
point was, that the Colonial Government 
• oiijgife^jt'b^bB'oonstituted on the principle of 
representation in proportion to population. 

One noticeable thing in the debate.? was 
that the iifea of annexation to the United 
States, oa^to very ourront- in Upper Canada, 
seems noi^lo hare i^w if any support^r^.—
